The tenure upon which this large and 
rapidly increaaing property is held— or, 
which is the same in effect, the tenure of 
the land upon which Ihe atocx la depas- 
tured— i« the most insecure that can be 
imagined. It ii neither freehold, nor copy- 
hold, nor leasehold ; but a species nf 
tenancy at with It consist! nf an annual 
license from ihe Crown, uf which the Crown 
it not only at liberty in refuie the renewal, 
but which it may revoke at any moment, 
or oppress with unlimited exactions and 
conditions. The relation between the 
Crown and the squatter is not so much 
that of landlord and tenant, as that of 
signior and villain. The Crown hat none 
of the checka which com petition initiates 
upon one landlord amongst many ; it 
wields nver these ultramontane terriLone. 
an absolute monopoly. 

This ta au acknowledged, an indis- 
putable, an enormous evil. It is an evil 
to the tquatten to huld their possessions 
by to brittle a thread, and to be thuL out 
fruin ihose social and domestic influence! 
with which the tystem it utterly ■nciuii- 
palihte . it ia an evil to the whole com- 
munity, whose intertrtta are cloiely bound 
up wilh the prosperity of the wool* 
grower! j it is an evil to the Government, 
jtho already feet that this anaitialoiu 
■tale of things, so essentially opposed to 
the geniut of British freedom, has placed 
them in a false position. It it an evil 
which is every day becoming more malig- 
nant, its branches spreading wider and 
wider, its roots ilriking deeper and 
deeper. 

Where lies Ihe remedy 1 Aye— "that 
u the question ," the question that mutt 
" give ui pause." 

There would seem to be hut one alter- 
native—either to irll the land, 01 to lease 
it for ■ term of yean. At the present 
Halulorv price, telling lo any extent is 
out of the question , and oa tht assump- 
tion that (Bit price would a. it be reduced, 
leasing had been treated aa the aole re- 
maining expedient. The anumption hat 
been universal. That the only alteration 
that could ever lake place Would be a 
rnUimjf of the price, has beets assumed by 
the tquatlera, by their fellow -rolcjmili, 
and by tht colonial governmettt ; because 
it had been assumed by Act of Parliament, 
Thertfarr, the I ease huld tystem has been 
approved by all parties, as the only nteani 
of bursting the trammels of the yearly 
license system.
